LEITER FROM GOV. SMITH. 
The following communication was received: 
STATE OF GEORGIA, 
EX&CUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ATLANTA. November 21, 1876. 

Dr. J. G. Thomas, President—D BAR SiRn—As 
the State Board of Health is about to convene 
in regular session in this city, I avail myself of 
the occasion respectfully to submit to your body 
a suggestion whieh teems to be called for by the 
best interest of the state generaily, and espec- 
lally of that large body of our citizens 
who reside in the cities on 
the coast. It is with a view 
to a more thorough investigation 
into the causes, nature. effect, and treatment of 
the epidemic which has so recently scourged 
the cities of Savannah and Brunswick and their 
Vicipities, that the board of health shali hold 
an adjourned meeting in the city of Savannah 
at such time as may suit the convenience of the 
members, and at as early a day as may be found 
precticable. I am satisfied that an enquiry can - 
ducted on the spot, where so great an amount 
of testimony s available and where each mem- 
ber of the board can see and judge 
for himself, would prove the most 
effective plan for the collation of 
facts and arriving at satisfactory couclusions. 
If found necessary the board might also visit the 
city of Brunswick where a different state oę 
facts may be developed, which may aid them iu 
tneir investigation.

The fire is suptoseé to be the work of some 
despicable devil whose love of destruction and 
distress net ved his arm to apply the incendiary’s 
torch to the unoccupied building of A. 8. Dor- 
sey. This soon communicated the fire to the 
house south, belonging to John Harrington, 
occupied by the Hook and Ladder comp ny; 
also to the large building north, known as the 
Prater building, occupied by R C. Castleberry, 
general merchandise, and R. C. Maddox, meat 
taarket, on the lower floor. the up-stairs being 
occupied by families. From here the fire demon 
jumped Spring street and attacked the old 
Caatleberry & Thompson corner, sweeping rap · 
idly on to J. N. Loden’s jewelry and book store 
to Castleberry’s two-story bouse, occupied below 
by Mrs. Ware, millinery, and up stain by Mr. 
Phil Clement's family. Next to Sam Lesser’s 
saloon, and thence to the building occupied by 
Mr Davis Smith, saddiery, and George Rake- 
straw, boot aud shoeshop. Then it let into H. 
Cohen’s confectionery with undaunted fury, 
reaching its scorching arms clear across the little 
brick box with fire-proof roof built by Ed 8kin- 
ner, and tried to get a saving grip on R. Palmer 
& Co’s storehouse. But here the fire was effect. 
uaily brought to bay by our Hook and Ladder 
boys covering the flat gravel roof several inches 
deep in water, and the roof of R Palmour & 
Co. with salt, thus saving it and the old 
Gainesville hotel, immediately across washing- 
ton street. Had this burned, there is no telling 
where the destruction would have stopped. 
The large two-stery building in the rear of the 
Prater building was also totally destroyed. 

The losses are about as follows: John Har- 
rington, $500; A. 8. Dorsey, $1,200; Joe Prater,
